"To the House of Representatives: 
"I am returning without my signature P. R.—6810, 


an act to prohibit intoxicating beverages, and to regu- 
late the manufacture, production use and sale of high 
proof spirits for other than beverage purposes and to 
insure an ample supply of alcohol and promote its use 
in scientific research and in the development of fuel, dye 
and other lawful" industries." 


"The subject matter treated in this measure, .deals 


with two distinct phases of the prohibition legislation. 
One part of the act under consideration seeks to enforce 
war time-prohibition. The other provides for the en/ 
f orcement which was, made necessary by the adoption , 
of the constitutional amendment. 
I object to and can- 


not approve that part of this legislation with reference 
;o war time prohibition. 


: "It has to do with the enforcement of an act which 


was passed by reason of the emergencies of the war and 
whose objects have been satisfied in the demobilization 
of the army and navy and whose repeal I have .already 
sought at the hands of congress. Where the purposes 
of .particular legislation arising out of war emergency 
have been satisfied, sound public policy makes clear the 
reason and necessity for repeal." 


The interpretation of the veto in 'official circles was 


that unless congress repasses the bill over the president's 
veto or immediately enacts a similar measure which be- 
comes law, there will be "a wet spell" until national pro- 
hibition 
becomes effective under the constitutional 


amendment in January. 


The announcement that President Wilson has ve- 


toed the prohibition bill has saved the, brewers who have 
been making 2.75 per cent beer.

2.75 beer will remain open and that breweries will con- 
tinue to make the beer.

Following In the Paths of Willful Men 


How The President Attempted to Consign Senators Who Opposed His Designs to The 


"Gibbet of Public Opinion;" Their'Tribe h Now Multiplying

WO ycsrs ago the term "willful men," ap- 
plied by the president to a few Unit«d 


States Senators who, in the discharge of their 
patriotic duty, did not do what he asked, con- 
signed them to b» the gibbet of public opinion, . 
and all but convicted them of high treason. / 
Passing events have fully justified their posi- 
tion. Their number has multiplied manyfold, 
and to-day the terms "pygmy," ^Bolshevik," 
•'lovers of war," "haters'of truth,'' "ignorant 
fcmblers of English," "bKad, perverted fools,"' 
"deserving of hanging on the highest gibbet," 
"contemptible quitters," "jaundice-eyed zea- 
lots," •'•pro-German,'* "disloyal," "cowards," 
"traitors," ^petriotic," and "un-American" 
arouse only distruct and derision. Such lan- 
guage .sustains no great cause nor does credit 
to any great man. It may bring * cheer from 
th* thoughtless crowd, bot it shock* and repels 
th» just and thoughtful-citizen.

HUS the covenant was -entwined in fia 
treaty. 
Tfc» President brought it home- 


He had -gone as far as he could. -It -could not 
be ratified "-without the advice and' consent of 
fof Senate. H* grudgingly -submitted it. He 
did not want -to giye lie facts about it 
Infor- 


mation sought by fee committee was withheld 
as long as possible «r not given at aH. So»» 
has not. been ffrreo to this day. 
Trha Senate 


was, in effect, told to ratify tie treaty as it 
. was, Tf^Arr •fhmmt of bis displeasure. When it 
proceeded to discharge- its -patriotic duty in. a 
deliberate way nri3er the Constitution, h* 
threatened it with rthe .wrath of tie -people and 
finally started upon bis trip through the corn- 
try to coerce it to do his wiH, regazdlees of th* 
merits or demerit* of in* -covenant He las 
threatened, cajoled and denounced. Scarecrows 
have^been held op to frighten the people to 
"action. Danger*" have been laughad at until 
one could well wonder what rthe league can 
amount to, anyway. At one place it is * ^nighty 
force to prevent war and at another it is an 
impotent 
debating society. The President 


meets himself in every argument as he goes 
from place to place and speaks -upon different 
phase* of the covenant 


In spit* of aH this, I do not question the Pres- 


ident's sincerity, impeach his integrity, or ques- 
tion his loyalty and Americanism. There are 
three facts in his life, however, that make one 
hesitate to follow h™. These facts will famish • 
a -most interesting psychological, stndy in the 
f utare. He always say» what the occasion 
seems to demand to attain his end. He can be 
quoted by the most confirmed reactionary or the 
most extreme rascal to sustain any position 
upon any important question from, the days -of 


Washington to the present And he has strangely 
been wholly consistent in acceding- to the de- 
mands of the Brnash .empire since he beeams 
President, from 'the Panama canal tolls to the 
"freedom '-of th* seas" and the open admission 
of the Superlative Supremacy of British citi- 
zenship and sovereignty. . His action in at- 
tempting to coerce a coordinate legislative 
branch of the Government to do his win ie- 
gaidleBS of its own judgment and conviction of 
d«ty is * more dangerous assault upon demo- 
cracy and the Integrity of &*• Republic than 
any armed attack could be. I regret to say 
it, but It is a fact that the President, by word 
and deed, has done more to undermine orderly, 
peaceful representative government than any 
other human agency. . The time has come for 
onr people and this Nation to get back to. the 
orderly principles of government and the prin- 
ciples -cyan which the Eepabh'c rests. We can 
not do it stf long as the acts and words of those 
ia highest positions can be used-to justify those 
who seek to overturn law, order and liberty. 


Voted as Americans. 


W 


EEN we voted to enter this war we voted 
as Americans and not as partisans. Our 


politics were laid aside. We have had none in 
the conduct of the war. 'Every measure deemed 
necessary for its successful prosecution h»* had 
onr earnest support Mistakes have been made. 
They were inevitable." I have no criticism at 
this time to offer. Republicans sought only the 
Nation's good. They saw politics attempted by 
the administration in ahcost every measure 
and upon all occasions. They knew their coun- 
sel -was not sought, but their votes were always 
given for their country's welfare. 


As we entered the war as patriots, we should 


come out of it as Americans. Partisanship and 
personal bias.should have no place in the con- 
sideration of this, treaty. It is a broad Ameri- 


can question, arid -should" be passed -upon in> 
purely. American spirit and with an intense de- 
votion to American welfare and American 
idea's regardless of party consequences. Tht» 
is the spirit in' which I have .tried to consider 
it. This is the spirit in which I am "yomg to 
vote on it 
No party has a monopoly of pa- 


triotism or 
Americanism. Senators on the 


oth«r side of the aisle are just as patriotic and 
just as loyaLto American interests and Ameri- 
can ideals as Senators on this side of the aisle, 
and it win be a. sad dcy for the Republic when 
we divide along- party lines on .what is and 
what is not Americanism in our dealings with 
-foreign countries. No matter what my per- 
sonal feeling toward the President may be; no 
matter how strongly I may condemn the m*th-. 
ods he has pursued-; no matter how unwiseiy I 
think he may. have acted; no matter how un- 
justifiable I consider his coarse now; no matter 
what epiihets he 'may indulge in, I have tried 
and shall try not to allow these things to m- 
fiuence me in determining my dury at this hour. 
This treaty is the act of this Government, so 
far as he can make it so. It should not be re- 
jected e3£ept for the most weighty reasons. 
The time has coiae for me to do my duty. The 
Constitution of the United Spates, which I have 
sworn to uphold, and which I love and revere, 
makes it my -duty to pass upon this treaty as 
one of lie -representatives of the people. My 
responsibility is to theai and not to the Pres-- 
ideat. I am here to represent them and noi 
him. He says he reports to tie people. So do 
L I am as sensible of ray obligations to them 
as he, and I am prepared to account to them 
fully for whatever I may 'do here.

Henry A. Wise Wood recently addressed a letter to the edi- 


tor of the Philadelphia North American which may explain the 
object of this European drive. We are now being tpld that in- 
asmuch as the United States came into the war late that we 
ought to assume'part of the allied debts and go in on a program 
to form an international pool that will saddle billions of the war 
debt on the people of this country. The. letter of Mr. Wood's 
follows: 


New York, September 13, 1919. 


Editor North American, 


Philadelphia, Pa. 


Sir: 


The following incident may throw some light upon 


the cause of the advocacy of the projected League of 
Nations which is so pronounced in the influential finan- 
cial circles. I relate it precisely as it occurred. 
. Early last May there called upon me at my off ice 


a Mr. J. J. O'Neill, whose engraved card described"'him 
as London Manager of the Manchester Guardian, of 
Manchester, England. Mr. O'Neill, \rfio was a stranger- 
to me, immediately introduced the subject of the 


* League of Nations and took me to task because of my 


opposition to that project. Upon inquiring of him-why 
an Englishman-should be in this country instructing 
an American in the latter's-national -duty, and receiv- 
ing no clear answer, I asked him bluntly what was the 
actual purpose of his visit to the United States. He re- 
plied that he was here upon a mission connected with 
the internationalization of the war debt. I .asked him 
if he meant me to understand that he was here upon 
the business of inducing the United States to guar-, 
antee the war debt of the nations recently at war, in- 


• 
eluding that of Great Britain, and that of Germany. 
He said that he was. I told him'that he would find little 
sentiment in this country fayofable to such a project. 
This seemed to surprise him; he said that I was the first 
American he had met who did not favor it. I then 
asked him whonxhe had seen, and he replied that upon 
the previous day 'he had seen Mr. J. P. Morgan,, and 
' 


that Mr. Morgan had expressed himself as being in 
favor of the plan. 
' 
Whether this was or was not a correct'statement 


of Mr Morgan's position I have no means of knowing. 
But it might be valuable at this time to inquire public- 
ly what plans, if any, are afoot to induce Europe s pro- 
posed new partner—the United States—to assume the 
obligations of the financially hard-hit members of the 
projected co-partnership, who are about to open the 
business of pooling their troubles under the title of the 
League of Nations.
